Russia sought to eliminate the 
clause by amendment, The Sovict 
amendment was defeated 25 to 17,

The Philippines and mony Latin- 
American delegations supported the 
Russians, The British delegate, Mr 
Christopher Mayhew warned = thot 
Britain would not sign the treaty 
unless the clause were Included pro- 
viding for independent npproval of 
the treaty by colonial peoples. 

Soviet delegate M. Alexel Pavlov 
necused Britain of trylnz to force 
her will on her colonial: pevyles. 
Pavlov said England wanted to bar 
her colonials: from treaty provisions 
controlling production and use of 
oplum and new ‘synthetle drugs.

AID. PLAN 


U.S.. And Wostorn 
Europe Alliance 


Washington, Sept. 29. — 
American officials disclosed 
today that they hope to have 
ready for Congress when it 
mects again carly next year a 
plan for military aid: to a 
western-European . military 
alliance. 


They stressed the word “hope” 
since the plan is not yet completed 
and several obstacles still lo ‘in the 
wey, : 


According to present expectations 
the scheme should be completed in 
detail by the middle of December 
and presented to Congress in tho 
President's traditional “State of the 
Union” message shortly after. 

The exact cost of sucha pro- 
gramme is not yet fixed. Reports 
five fgures varying from $1,500,000- 
900 to $3,000,000,000, 


One dificulty still in the path 
of the completion - of the scheme 
is that tha Western Union. nations 
have not fully worked out thelr 
mutual defence plans and their needs 
fur American equipment. 


PROBLEM OF FRANCE 


There is also the problem posed 
by .the uncertain political situation 
in France. It is known that con- 
gressmen will voice considerable 
objections to transferring — larite 
quantities of arms to France— 
which incidentally is due to 
eet the largest amount of ground 
cquipment—if there Js a danger of 
that country “voting Communist” or 
becoming engulfed in a civil war. 

Among the .detalls which — the 
European nations themselves have 
net yet decided on are the 
precise use of cach other's various 
bases.. They have also to decide 
whut ‘each can contribute to.the 
other—the British supply of fighters

‘ECA PROGRAMME 


Washington, Sept. 29. — 
The ECA China programme 
consultant, Mr Charles L. 
Stillman, said today that he 
believes that Japan would be 
able ‘to supply much of the 
steel needed in the ECA China 
programme. 


Mr Stiilm4n -told the press. “I am 
afraid that we are golng to have 
diMecuity in getting steel. The iron 
ore should be removed from China 
to Japan and made into steel. It 
would be of mutual benefit to both 
countries.” : 


He added that such a plan “had

Oslo, Sept. 29. — The 
.climate in Norway. has 
changed drastically in the 
last 100 years, .. Norwegian 
scientists say. They predict 
that within another half cen- 
tury there will be no-. snow- 
fields in Norway if the present 
climatic trend continues. - 


The edges of Svartisen (The Black 
Glacier), onc of Norway's largest 
and most famous snowflelds, have 
crept back some 1,500 metres (ricarly 
a mile). during the last 12 yearu, 
according to newspaper xeports. 
Only this year the glacler, situated 
undor the Arctic Circle, has reoeded 
GO to 00 fect.
